“Soon after midnight on Friday, in 
bright moonlight, the Canadians de- 
livered an entirely successful attack on 
i portion of the German ground east 
of the Regina trench, not far from 
Courceletter, the result being that our

along a length of somewhere over 
half a mile.

~ DISABLED SOLDIERS 


Over Two Thousand Canadians 
Now Under Case of Military 
Hospitals’ Commission 


Are 


Ottawa, Nov. 18.—The Military Hos- 
Pitals’ Commission states that 2,081 
soldiers were under its care at the be- 
ginning of this month. Of these, 426 
were at Sanatoria for tuberculosis, and 
1,616 at Convalescent Hospitals, 682 
ot the latter being out-patients—while 
89 members of the force were in 
asylums for the insane. Of the 426 
case of tuberculosis, it may be added, 
almost exactly half were discovered in 
time to prevent them from leaving 
Canada for the seat of war. According 
to a statement prepared by the Militia 


Department, up to October 5, 1916, 
the number of soldiers sent back to 
Canada because of medical unfitness 


was 6,208. Of these, 961 were suffer- 
ing from wounds, shell-shock, or the 
effect of gas; 122 were insane; 245 
were afflicted with tuberculosis; while 
the remainder, 4,880, were suffering 
from other diseases and disabilities,

AMERICAN BISHOPS. 
The first Protestant Episcopal 


bishop in the United States was 
Samuel Seabury, Who was consecrated 
in Scotland 1 years ago today, Nov 
14, 1784. Exactly five years later, on 
Nov. 14, 1789, Father John Carroll 
was appointed first Roman Catholic 
hishop of the United States by the 
Pope, Pr. Seabury was a native of 
Groton, Conn., and went to Scotland 
to study medicine, but tok up theology 
instead, and in 1748 was ordained a 
minister of the Church of England in 
London He was loyal to the Crown 


in the revolution, and was imprisoned 
for 


a time on the accusation that he 
the author of some Tory pamph- 

After the war the Connecticut 
churches sent Seabury to England to 
seek an American episcopate. On 
aceount of the relationship of the 
ehureh to the government, he was 
unable to secure this in England, and 
went to Scotland, where he was con- 
secrated. The first Roman Catholic 
bishop of the United States was oné of 
the Maryland Carrolls, and early in 
life became a Jesuit priest. In the 
revolution he accompanied-Dr. Frank- 
lin and others to Canada, seeking to 
enlist the aid of French-Canadians 
He was made Archbishop of Balti- 
more shorcly before his death in 1815.
